The fact that the de- 
portees had actually left for Taiwan two days 
before the specified date another evidence 
sincerity the part the Chinese Embas- 
settle the pending issues. was only 
because his anxiety reach agreement 
that the Chinese Ambassador undertook the 
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departure the Hongkong-bound deportees 

Bon specified date without reckoning that 
the necessary visa might not obtained from 
the Hongkong authorities. 


Now the two governments have resumed 
talks the issue, the first thing for the 
Chinese government break the 
psychological barrier the Philippine gov- 
The Chinese government must 
convince the Philippine government its 
sincerity cooperate with the latter 
finding satisfactory settlement the issue. 
Only after doubt has been dispelled can 
expect the Philippine government give 
sympathetic consideration the multifarious 
difficulties which confront the Chinese govern- 
ment these this connection, 
are gratified note that the visit 
Taiwan the Philippine presidential Press 
Secretary and particularly the great deal 
exercised the Chinese government 
during the present negotiations have been 
very helpful creating favorable atmo- 
sphere for negotiation. 


Taiwan has only area 13,808 square 
miles comparison with 115,600 square miles 
the Philippines. The density Taiwan’s 
populations 278 persons per square mile 
comparison with 73.4 persons per square mile 
the Philippines. has been state 
war with the Chinese Communists for more 
than decade. The statistical figures bespeak 
the difficulties the Chinese government.

The Philippine government may not have 


the fact that both the deportees 
under the present discussion and the overstay- 
ing Chinese temporary visitors went the 
Philippines not from Taiwan but from the 
Mainland during the pre-Communist occupa- 
tion days. Many them were brought 
the Philippines. nationality they are 
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Chinese but they 
are closer the Philippines than the 
Republic China. the Philippines they 
can have the economic support from Chinese 
friends and relatives, whereas Taiwan they 
will devoid the means living. Thus, 
proposing solution these issues, the 
question human elements shall not 
altogether ignored. fervently hope that 
Secretary Serrano, who happened the 
chairman the Committee Human 
Rights few years ago, will view the issue 
much from the light human touch 
from the legal angle. 


The Philippines and the Republic 
China are now faced with common threat 
communism. Any measure that may tend 
weaken the position the Chinese govern- 
ment should avoided, for the stability and 
strength this government are the best 
guarantee for the Philippine defense against 
the Communist threat. The long-range in- 
terests involving the destiny the two coun- 
tries are far more important and should

hinese religious thinking grew out 
background animism. The classics 
abound references the worship natural 
objects such strange-looking rocks, sacred 
trees and mountains. Bone inscriptions re- 
cording divinations date back more than 
centuries before the Christian era. Various 
kinds occult practices have been noted 
century China despite modern education. 


Nevertheless, the Chinese are essentially 
practical. Even their highest flights fancy, 
they never quite beyond the bounds 
Reason. Consequently, Chinese never 
strict religious observance as, for instance, 
adevout high-caste Hindu. While the Hindu 
would rather die than take any food defiled 
according his religious belief the shad- 
outcast, the Chinese would simply 
cleanse religiously and then enjoy 
any other good food. 


Chinese pragmatism does not argue with 
fate. Consciously unconsciously, Chinese 
assumes overruling Providence, which 
resigns himself moments supreme 
crisis. Chinese has “crisis confidence” 
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the ultimate reasonableness Destiny be- 
cause himself reasonable. The universe

Judged conventional standards, Confu- 
cius (551—479 B.C.) was frustrated during his 
life time. was denied adequate opportunity 
practice his art government and social 
reforms. his old age, Confucius edited 
several ancient classics, five them have 
survived and are known the books Odes, 
History, Changes, and Rites. Revising the 
history his native State Lu, wrote 
the Book Spring and Autumn Annals, The 
Conspectuses the Book Changes are from 
the Master’s own authorship. 


Confucius was the first commoner (though 
aristocratic lineage) engage educa- 
tion, which was formerly re- 
sponsibility. Like Jesus, Confucius gathered 
group disciples around him and taught 
them precept and instruction. 


Confucius’ principal concern was with 
man and human fellowship. Taken whole, 
Confucianism morein the nature 
ethical code than religion school

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the most complete sincerity can give full 
development his nature,..... can assist the 
transforming and nourishing powers Heaven 
and Earth,..... and may with Heaven and 
Earth form ternion.” “The most complete 
sincerity able foreknow.. and (he who 
possessed it) like spirit.” Confucian 
metaphysics approaches religion right here. 
Its rationalism sense anti-religious. 


The Confucian concept Truth lends it- 
self many interpretations according the 
degree identifiability the Supreme Logos, 
borrow Christian term, with human na- 
ture. Viewed externally, the Confucian Tao 
shares some attributes with the Taoist Tao. 
pure intellect, approximates the spirit 
modern science. Embraced the heart, 
takes possession one’s soul. This uncer- 
tainty identification stems much from 
the Chinese refusal overpositive any- 
thing from the Chinese mentality’s firm 
anchorage rationalism. Metaphysics 
made logic, and the Chinese are distrust- 
ful too much logic: man can never sure 
his premises and Nature abhors extremism. 


Confucianism exists means more than 
what the Master actually taught. con- 
stellation such ideas and practices, stretch- 
ing from the beginning history our 
own times, have been purified and held 
orbit his spirit rather than what the 
scholars made it. fact, Confucian schol- 
ars disagree among themselves some basic 
concepts, for example: man’s nature orig- 
inally good? 


According Mencius (327-289 C.), man 
naturally good. Speaking Emperor Shun, 
(24th 23rd cc. B.C.), Mencius said, “He walk- 
benevolence and righteousness;. did 
not (need to) pursue them.” walked 
them because they were him. There was 
something Johanine about 


Nor goodness innate sages only. Ben- 
evolence, righteousness, propriety and wis- 
dom are not infused into from without. 
are provided with them birth-right.” 
Everyone can perfect Emperor Shun. 


Hsun Tze (298?—238 B.C.) took more 
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pessimistic view. him, man naturally 
selfish. Benevolence and righteousness not 
proceed their own accord from human 
nature, Civil and religious rites, social con- 
ventions, law and government exist because 
human evil. 


Hsun Tze’s concern, according his writ- 
ings, was with “the transformation nature 
and the promotion artificiality.” defined 
nature and artificiality these words: “Hu- 
man nature what man knows but cannot 
learn, and what man does but cannot strive 
for. That which can learnt striven for— 
the case man—is artificial.” 


short, Mencius emphasized righteous- 
ness; Hsun Tze, propriety (rites, conventions). 
Mencius’ outlook was moralistic; Hsun Tze’s 
legalistic. Hence, while the ideal social order 
Mencius was democratic; that Hsun 
Tze was authoritarian. Mencius, 
educate was nourish the mind and liberate 
innate goodness; Hsun Tze, was dis- 
cipline and remould human nature. Mencius 
warms one’s heart; Hsun Tze strengthens one 
hand. 


Neo-Confucianism 


Neo-Confucianism may considered 
the answer Confucianism the influences 
Taoism and Buddhism. Reason is, 
neo-Confucianists, the one universal, ultimate, 
absolute, positive Principle which all 
things have their existence and from which 
morality derives its goodness. The Way 
Heaven, human nature, the heart mind 
man, and the meaning morality are all 


Inasmuch there reason for every- 
thing, good evil, Reason a-moral. Inas- 
much Reason also indicts and rejects (or 
corrects) evil, Reason Hence man 
and the universe are both moral, even though 
Evil exists side side with Reason. 


There are two schools neo-Confucian- 
ism, the rationalistic and the idealistic. The 
leading exponent the rationalists was Chu 
Hsi (1033-1107) and that the idealists, Wang 
Yang-ming (1472-1529). The rationalists hold 
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that Reason inherent Nature and 
that the mind not equal Reason. The 
idealists hold that Reason not sought 
from without; other than the mind 


ethical application, the rationalists 
consider the flesh stumbling-block 
the soul. Here, one reminded St. Paul. 
The idealists, the other hand, consider the 
flesh the soul makes it. One re- 
minded Plato; the universe but Idea. 


institutionalized. One does not need permis- 
sion from anyone become Confucianist. 
Nor there any ritual induction. Its lack 
organization renders Confucianism weak 
against organized ideological aggression. The 
strength Confucianism its confidence 
Truth, the validity moral values, and 
than art living for the Chinese man- 
in-the-street with ordinary common-sense. 
stands falls with political liberatism and 
philosophical faire against fanatic- 
ism and thought-control. 


The Confucian social order loosely or- 
ganized, with the “family” unit. Chinese 
individualism tempered with family re- 
sponsibility. The family takes care its 
members the way modern state does 
its citizens. their training ground, 
their public relations agency, their attorney- 
at-law legal advisor the case may 
be, their savings bank, and their insurance 
company. Confucian government costs 
little and interferes less. view their 
long history and vast population, the Chinese 
have the whole enjoyed (except under the 
Communists) much facto democracy 
any other people. And this, Confucianism 
has been assisted Taoism. 


Taoism Earliest Religion 


twenty years senior) 
Confucius was Erh (6th B.C.), gen- 
erally known Lao Tze (the old Master). 
was the keeper the Imperial Archives 
but disappeared westward his old age be- 


yond the pale the Middle Kingdom after 
leaving behind him little book profound 
wisdom about 5000 words, the Tao Teh Ching 
(Book Tao and Virtue), from which Taoism 
got its name. 


Being indigenous China, both Taoism 
and Confucianism share important 
idea. “Does Heaven speak?” asked Confucius, 
(“The four seasons pursue their course and 
all things have their being. Does Heaven 
speak?”) Referring Emperor Shun, 
cius cried out admiration, “May not Shun 
instanced having governed perfectly 
without doing anything? All that did was 
reverently seat Himsef facing southward 
(on his throne)!” While Nature’s way acting 
without action impressed Confucius, Lao Tze 
made the foundation his philosophy, 
this was ably supported Chuang 
Chou (Chuaug Tze, 4th C.). Orthodox 
Taoism mainly the joint effort these two 
superb thinkers. 


Taoism conceives Tao the mysterious, 
ultimate, absolute, cosmic principle underly- 
ing form, substance, being, and change. 
intelligent, immanent, omnipotent, eternal. 
beyond the power the mind com- 
speaking, unnameable. Reason 
hensible, the Taoist Tao differs radically 
from the Confucian. its mysticism, the 
Taoist Tao comes closer the Christian 
concept the Logos, from which, however, 
sharply differs that the former imper- 
sonal and a-moral. differs from the spirit 
modern physical science that 
consciously mystic. 


Application Taoist Theory 


Human application Taoist philosophy 
may summed two words, wei 
(inaction). Tao quiet, motionless, and 
unfeeling, yet holding absolute sway (like 
mathematics the realm numbers and 
quantities). “Tao does nothing, yet all 
things are done (of their own accord com- 
formity with “He 
fails; who seizes, lets ideal gov- 
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enment is, therefore, “not noticed the 
people,... who simply follow nature.” 


Avarice and aggression are re- 
moved the source eliminating desire. 
“There sin greater than desire.... 
There fault greater than greed gain.” 


This caution strengthened the con- 
viction that there Principle Reversion 
which turns tables. “Weakness conquers 
strength; the soft overcomes the hard.” The 
Way Nature the way meekness and 
humility—as exemplified water, the 
female, the infant, and the emptiness 
the valley. “Tao hollow vessel and its use 
inexhaustible.” “The spirit the valley” 
pointed out Lao Tze, “never called 
the mystic female.” 


Tao deals with the flux Nature 
whole. Individuals are incidental. “Heaven 
and earth are unkind,” declared Lao Tze. 
“They treat all things like straw dogs 
(sacrificial symbols burnt after the 
ritual over).” 


Though Tao oblivious individuals, 
accessible them. Let them abandon them- 
selves Tao and flow with it, and everything 
will possible them. The simpler their life, 
the more effortlessly men may realize and 
flow with Tao. Life, purified all desire 
and cleverness the life enlightenment, 
contentment, and harmony. 


Taoist epistemology deprecates knowledge. 
“When knowledge and cleverness appear, there 
appears hypocricy.” “He who knows who not 
know superior. who not knowingly 
knows (mentally) sick.” The Taoist con- 
cept knowledge is, therefore, tentative 
(like that modern scientist’s). un- 
knowable, one’s knowledge not Truth, 
but its blurred reflection imperfect 


Nevertheless, for practical purposes, suf- 
ficient knowledge Nature’s ways may 
obtained through observation 
mentation. With the help. the theories 
yin-yang and five elemental virtues, and 
working experiences accumulated from the 
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some Taoists the first century began 
seek elixir life and experimented with 
the transmutation metals. Medicine and 
metallury received much attention, demon- 
ology, necromancy, astrology were probed 
into, and yoga-like practices gained populari- 
ty. Thus Taoism embarked the road 
science the one hand and religion the 
other. Taoist science discovered, for example, 
the importance what are not known 
hormones and laid the foundation for modern 
chemistry the West. Taoist religion gath- 
ered nearly all Chinese superstitions 
into its fold. Taoist researchers Tao meant 
simply technical know-how. 


Later Developments 


the 2nd century Chang Tao-ling or- 
ganized the Taoist religion into formal 
system. its first Tien Shih(Heavenly 
Teacher), hereditary title with its “papal 
seat” (since the century) Dragon-Tiger 
Mount Kiangsi Province. The present 
holder the title refugeeing 


The Taoist religion noted for its poly- 
theism. Everything, from heavenly bodies 
the meanest creatures, from rocks and works 
art ideals and abstractions the wind, 
may attain the Tao and worshipped. 
remarkable feature the fact that the gods 
and spirits punish the wicked and reward 
the virtuous Confucian standards. 


The branching out Taoism into religion, 
the introduction Buddhism, and the power- 
ful attack neo-Confucianists, combin- 
formal following among Chinese 
But its influence remains very active and 
strong. Within the last centuries, mas- 
terpiece Chinese literature philosophy 
free Taoist thoughts phrasing. The 
Nestorians, too, presented Christianity party 
Taoist terminology. 


The subtlest Taoist influences found 
Chinese statecraft. Even the most Confu- 
cian Chinese administrators have prac- 
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tice done more creative inaction than 
much-ado-for-nothing action. 


But the most visible effect Taoism 
seen Chinese art. The reduction desire 
and, consequently, interest “civilization” 
weans one from delight the artificial. Chi- 
Carvings, ceramics, painting, and poetry 
their best invariably reveal Taoist content- 
ment and inspiration, which man finds only 
the peace and ecstacy Nature’s Har- 
mony. Confucianism represents the virtue 
Chinese life, Taoism its purest, represents 
its poetry. 


Taoism was introduced into Taiwan the 
the 17th century Koxinga who was subse- 
quently deified Taoist god. branched 
out into five denominations, viz., Ling Pao, 
Lao Cheng, Chia, Tien Shih, and Shan 
Nai. The Taiwan Provincial Taoist Associa- 
tion co-ordinates them into unified complex. 
The Association aims conducting research, 
preserving Chinese ethics and virtue, and pro- 
moting public welfare. The Taoist An- 
chorite Society provides places for retreat 
and contemplation. 


Many Sects 


Taoism philosophy has become rami- 
fied into innumerable sects. Even Chuang 
Tze was not quite the same Lao Tze. 
emphasized meaning quiescence rather 
than the strength weakness and humility. 
His exquisite literary quality has done more 
than anything else popularize Taoism 
among Chinese scholars. The following 
thinkers owed much Taoism. 


Yang Chu (440-360 B.C.) advocated each 
individual standing firm his own 
Mencius said him, (Yang Chu) would 
not sacrifice single hair exchange for 
something which could benefit the entire 
world.” Lieh Tze (3rd century) was Epi- 
curean exhorting people enjoy themselves 
while fate gives them the chance. Wang 
(226-249) led the way 
positive sense. The Ultimate Void, 
speak, not zero; pregnant with Pure 


Being. was Confucianist Commentator 
Lao Tze and Chuang Tze and therefore 
not Taoist himself. Yuan Tai 
and Chi Kang (223—262) started 
Pure Conversationism which lasted about 
four centuries. The Conversationalists were 
almost Bohemian their freedom from 
ventional respectability and vulgar care, 
They were elegant and sophisticated, ever 
ready with wit and insight embellish life 
and conversation. From Shen Hai (4th 
B.C.) and Han Tei (3rd B.C.) descended 
the Chinese Dracos and Machiavellis Tao- 
ist inspiration. them since “Heaven and 
Earth are unkind,” the end justifies the means, 
One could classify Sovietized Communism, had 
perverse, non-mystic authoritarian Taoism 
which had turned blind eye the principles 
inaction and reversion. 


Buddhism Imported Into 


uncertain how early China first heard 
the Buddha and his teaching. 
history Buddhism China began when 
Ming (second emperor the East Han 
Dynasty) sent mission A.D. “the 
western regions” find out more about 
The mission returned six years from Khotan 
and brought along some Buddhist monks, 
classics and ikons. The exchange 
scholars between China and India extend- 
ing over seven centuries included such giants 
Kumarajiva (4th century Hsien 
(5th cent.), Bodhidharma (6th cent.), and 
Hsuan Chuang (7th cent.) The literary ex- 
cellence the Chinese translations the 
sutras procured from India during these years 
powerfully helped interest Chinese scholars 
Coufucian and Taoist persuasions this 
alien cult and its philosophy. 


Siddhartha Gautama (560-480 B.C.), son 
king the Sakyas northern India, was 
distressed the misery mankind and the in- 
adequacy Hinduism for its radical relief, 
decided probe into the secret suf- 
fering and pioneer path leading the 
surcease pain and misery. believed 
that after meditating long and deeply under 
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tree, now known the Bohi-tree, Bodh- 
gaya, came into complete spiritual enlight- 
enment and state ecstacy. had 
foretaste Nirvana—the extinction in- 
dividuality its absorption into the One 
Universal Supreme Spirit—and felt convinced 
that was now beyond suffering, beyond the 
transmigration souls. other words 
was now the Buddha, the Enlightened One. 


group disciples gradually gathered 
about him and religious order known the 
Sangha was founded. All followers the 
Buddha, lay ordained, destroy life, tell 
untruth, take intoxicants, and noth- 
ing excite their own other people’s 
carnal desires. Those who are ordained 
monks nuns must renounce both the world 
and their homes, and take “refuge” the 
Buddha, the Dharma (the Law), and 
the Sangha. They claim personal ownership 
nothing and take nothing except what 


given them. 


Buddhist sutras comprise three categories 
the Vinaya-pitaka (discipline), the Sutta-pitaka 
(discourses), and the Abhidhamma-pitaka 
(higher doctrine), collectively referred 
the Tri-pitaka the threefold basket, (or san 
isang Chinese). reprint Buddhist 
classics the Chinese lauguage had just been 
completed and published this year (1959). 
library more than 13,000 treatises 
chapters. 


Basic Metaphysics 


The basis Buddhist metaphysics Gau- 
tama’s analysis suffering. his famous 
Deer Park sermons, Gautama told the assem- 
bled (monks) that: “Birth suffering; 
decay (old age) suffering; illness suffering; 
death suffering. The presence objects 
one hates suffering; separation from objects 
one loves suffering. Briefly, 
existence The three-fold thirst 
for existence, prosperity, and pleasure (the 
will live and enjoy) leads re-birth and 
each re-birth means renewed cycle the 
sufferings enumerated above. follows, 
therefore, that the cessaton this thirst 
removes the cause suffering escaping 
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re-birth. Gautama indicated Eight-fold 
Noble Path leading this goal and defined 
the path right belief, right puppose, 
right speech, right conduct, right means 
livelihood, right endeavour, mindfulness, and 
right meditation. 


Awaiting one the other the Path 
arat one who has attained 
higher insight (sambodhi) and ready for 
Nirvana. short, the Path leads indi- 
vidual salvation. When Buddhism concerns 
itself with individual salvation only, 
Hinavana (little chariot), When trans- 
cends the limits individual salvation and 
concerns itself with the spiritual welfare 
all, then Mahayana (big chariot). Thus 
Hinayanist aims saved while Mahayan- 
ist aims saviour well. This au- 
dacious “career” justified the ground 
that everyone potential Buddha. 
Buddhas—past, present, and yet come—are 
really one. They are united Universal 
Buddha-reality which dedicated univer- 
sal salvation. 


The Buddhist conception salvation in- 
volves the problem remission sin. Ac- 
cording Hinduism, the Wheel Law ex- 
acts justice through all transmigrations. 
remission sin possible. Buddhism, 
the other hand, suspending transmigration, 
implies that sin may remitted. Its possi- 
bility rests the Buddhist conception re- 
ality, physical 


Buddhism, particularly since the first cen- 
tury A.D., has produced subtle arguments 
denying the reality things. For example, 
personality according the Madhyamika 
School (2nd cent.) but ever-changing 
loose aggregate skandhas (states being 
which are themselves constantly changing), 
namely, the body, the feelings, the conceptual 
knowledge (based 
which are limited and relative), the sankharas 
instinct plus the subconscious), and reason. 
When these five states being disperse, death 
results, 


The soul that transmigrates not in- 
destructible, continuing entity but merely 
pattern, force that fashions the 
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re-born soul. Just nothing passes from the 
foot the wet earth when impression 
made, nothing real passes from one trans- 
migration the next. The soul finds its only 
reality the univeral 


similar analysis resolves external real- 
ity everchanging, loose aggregates chang- 
ing elements known dharmas which have 
absolute reality but appear real, 
relative one’s consciousness. The real 
Reality behind behind the 
world, the Buddha, the Karms, and transmi- 
gration ineffable. (One here reminded 
the Laotzian Tao and the Kantian trans- 
cendental idealism.) Only minds unclouded 
with ignorance (knowledge based effables) 
can comprehand Paramartha-saty (Absolute 
Truth). Other minds can only comprehend 
relative truths. 


Intuitive School 


China this philosophy gave rise, among 
others, the intuitive school known Ch’an 
Tsung, reputedly founded Bodhidharma 
(6th cent.) The school’s fifth (grand- 
father, spiritual head) Hung Jen (7th cent.) 
was looking for his successor when disciple 
his, Sheng Hsiu, summed Ch’an Bud- 
dhism four 


“(Take care of) the body like Bodhi-tree, 


And the mind like bright mirror metal. 


Diligently tend the one and polish the 
other, 
Lest dust them should gather and settle.” 


laboring monk, Huei Neng name, 
doing menial work the kitchen, admired 
the stanza and composed one his own 
answer thus; 


“The Bobhi-tree reality not tree, 
Nor the bright mirror mirror metal. 


They are but nothingness themselves, 
what, then, can dust gather and settle?” 


Sheng Hsiu, there something one 
which either sins acquires spiritual merit, 


Huei Neng, persons, sins, and merits are 
all phantasies consciousness. The true self 
ineffable, cannot said exist, for 
lacks positive attributes; nor not exist, 


for likewise lacks negative attributes. 
Sheng Hsiu, merit wipes out sin; Huei Neng, 
merit and sin and the false self disappear like 
dream the awakening the true self 
the Enlightenment Buddha-reality, which 
also ineffable. 


Huei Neng was chosen the school’s 
sixth spiritual head. Sheng Hsiu preached 
gradual enlightenment North China, hence 


the name Northern Tsung. Huei Neng taught 


South China and aimed sudden enlighten- 
ment. His the orthodox Ch’an Buddhism 
most Chinese, though technically the 
Southern Tsung. 


Absolute Truth, being ineffable, cannot 
described words pictured images. can 
only comprehended the mind its pur- 
est state meditation, that is, the inward 
contemplation the Buddha-reality one’s 
own heart. fact the word Ch’an (Zen 
Japanese), derived from Sanskrit dhyana, 
means intuitive contemplation. Ch’an En- 
lightenment this respect the 
equivalent the Inner Light the Quakers 
(Christian). 


While the Ch’an School discredits 
nal aids—books, sermons, rituals, even Bud- 
dhas (as distinct from Buddha-reality)—and 
directs its appeal straight the heart without 
recourse the use words the True Word 
School (Chen Yen Tsung) takes different 
view. believes that the words the Bud- 
dha have hidden them mystic power which 
can invoked work miracles. Chanting 
certain sutras, for instance, when repeated 
faithfully and often, will secure the release 
condemned soul from hell. Evil spirits 
will stay away from where the sutras are kept. 
The monks and nuns one sees chanting sutras 
invocations, the accompaniment 
music, Buddhist temples Chinese 
funerals, etc., are mostly True Word 
The power True Words also available 
supernaturalism.

While Omito gives away his divine grace 
save souls, the Goddess Kuan Yin (Avalo- 
kitesvara Bodhisattva) takes pity mankind’s 
sufferings this life. The Goddess, out 
her illimitable compassion, has deliberately, 
believed, postponed Nirvana and the at- 
tainment Buddhahood that her accumu- 
lated and accumulating merits should avail- 
able the price writing off our worldly 
suffering. The Goddess far the most 
widely worshipped deity all China. 


Other Buddhist Schools 


impossible describe here all the 
schools Buddhism China. Mention, how- 
ever, must made T’ien Tai Tsung, named 
after its chief seat teaching. This school 
grew out Ch’an Tsung but actually repre- 
sents return, part least, the ration- 
alistic approach enlightenment and salva- 
tion. Its principal contribution the recog- 
nition variation individual needs.

Since 
Gautama first taught the Hinayana, then the 
Mahayana, and finally the “Lotus the True 
Law” which harmonizes the other two, the 
Lotus the favorite text T’ien Tai Bud- 
dhists. Remarkable goodwill subsists among 
the Buddhist communities, irrespective the 
schools which they belong. All Buddhist 
roads lead the Buddha The credit 
this harmony largely goes the influence 
Tai Buddhism. 


There were about 5,000,000 Buddhist 
monks and nuns China before 1910. The 
wars and revolutions since that year have 
tended increase their number, but the po- 
litico-economical pressure the Communists 
has forced many Buddhists return 
least outward laity. The present total mem- 
bership Buddhist orders the mainland 
therefore not known. Official estimates vary 
between 4,300,000 and 4,500,000. Taiwan, 
there are today (1959) 354 monks and 482 nuns 
distributed 881 monasteries and nunneries.

hen one dwells problems relating 
the Chinese Southeast Asia, one 
should bear mind the fact that through 
sweat and toil, identification with the cause 
freedom and independence the countries 
wherein they reside and economic contribu- 
tion these areas, the emigrant Chinese have 
attained position relative importance 
that particular region. All these factors tend 
militate against Communism among the 
Chinese Southeast Asia. 


Ninety per cent total more than 
fourteen million overseas Chinese scattered 
all over the world have settled down South- 
east Asia. Chinese emigration Southeast 
Asia began many centuries ago. The prepon- 
derance these Chinese the population 
Southeast Asia and the long and uninter- 
rupted history settlement bear testimony 
the harmony and friendship existing be- 
tween the indigenous peoples and the Chinese. 


The main incentive for this migration was 
and still economic. There was however 
another factor causing this exodus, i.e. the 
urge leave their homeland which was then 
overrun the Mongols and the 
The same condition prevails present 
evidenced the millions Chinese refugees 


Hongkong and elsewhere. Those who have 
means escape have desire live under 
the Kremlin-dominated Chinese Communist 
regime. continue, these migrants did not 
colonizers with the protection their 
Motherland; they left for strange lands just 
the Americans went the New Continent 
before Independence quest freedom 
and escape the persecutions the Home 
Government. 


Having chosen land freedom live 
in, they laboured and toiled help develop 
the agriculture and commerce the 
tries adoption. Without exception, their 
efforts bore fruit evidenced the pros-

The very fact that they left their homeland 
because discontent against oppressive 
alien dynastic rule, therefore the Chinese 
Southeast Asia are destined champions 
prises new country, they, naturally, dislike 
the kind state-controlled economy now 
practised the Communist countries. They 
know from experience that only undera free 
competitive economy can they prosper. 


From the above statement, one can safely 
mark down the majority the Chinese 
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Southeast Asia opponents Communism. 
sympathize with Communism preached 
China tantamount inviting the ex- 
tension Communist rule with all its tyranny 
and inhumanities Southeast Asia; this 
means the deprivation the very freedom 
for which they have left China’s mainland 
Southeast Asia. would also mean 
the end free enterprises which they 
have slowly built their economic position 
through the centuries. Hence, have South- 
east Asia placed behind the iron curtain 
would represent not only the loss freedom 
but also the relinquishment their economic 
position Southeast Asia. 


Many Chinese are tied the local peo- 
ples through inter-marriages, much that 
there are millions the indigenous peoples 
Southeast Asia with Chinese blood flowing 
their veins. Some worthy qualities, such 
industriousness, thriftiness, perseverance 
and love peace, have helped the Chinese 
survive many adverse conditions spite 
terrific odds. course time, they have 
become the pillars native economy and are 
inseparable part the composition the 
new nations Southeast Asia. For these rea- 
sons, the most correct stand taken the 
Chinese Southeast Asia give unstinted 
support the freedom and independence 
the countries with which their interests are 
now inextricably bound. Such correct stand 
apt come into conflict with the Com- 
munists, because there greater menace 
than Communist menace the freedom and 
independence Southeast Asian countries 
nowadays. 


The inborn characteristics the Chinese 
people are violently anti-Communistic. 
support this statement the following rea- 
sons are advanced: 


One, the overseas Chinese having come 
from rural areas China are therefore mostly 
conservative; they prefer adhere their 
conventional ways and concepts life, believe 
ancestral worship and observe traditions. 
They are held together strong family ties 
and are very much attached the land where- 
they were born. For these reasons, wherever

the overseas Chinese go, they are likely 
form community their own the 
British with their Clubs the Common- 
wealth countries. None these Chinese 
concepts which deep-rooted compatible 
with the materialistic and atheistic ideas 
the Chinese Communists. 


Two, the overseas Chinese have great 
affection and concern for their Motherland. 
this must added the influence Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen’s teachings. For these reasons, they 
would not tolerate any form betrayal against 
their Motherland the Kremlin-dominated 
Chinese Communists. 


Three, the overseas Chinese who went 
abroad quest freedom are accustomed 
independent and free way life, 
wherein democracy and free enterprise play 
predominant part. Thus, anything, which 
against human freedom and justice and 
aimed overthrow the system private 
property, unacceptable them. 


The Chinese Communists are not unaware 
this anti-Communist attitude the Chinese 
Southeast Asia. These Communists also 
realise the urgent need for economic recon- 
struction Southeast Asian countries wherein 
Chinese investments local industries, agri- 
culture and trade are much needed. the 
same time, they realise the full that Com- 
munism can flourish only economically 
chaotic country. Since Chinese support has 
proved essential the economic stability 
the countries Southeast Asia, the Chi- 
nese Communists believe that only under- 
mining Chinese cooperation with the local 
Governments and peoples can they effectively 
disrupt the prosperity 
local economy. Thus general infiltration 
the Southeast Asian countries cannot 
effected without first infiltrating the overseas 
Chinese communities. The Communists strive 
achieve this end through trade with the 
Chinese that region. Communist trade takes 
many forms; for agricultural products such, 
rubber, copra and rice, these would 
purchased prices calculated disturb the 
market. Communist products including films, 
periodicals and books tinged with propaganda 
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are exported. are drugs including opium 
and heroin are openly surreptitiously ex- 
ported. the matter rice, there was 
known case Burma rice being bought only 
resold Ceylon lower price, thus 
affecting Burma rice market. 


One must admit that the first few years 
Communist occupation the Mainland, 
Communist efforts were not all vain. 
Communist propaganda was and sub- 
tle that the anti-Communist front was badly 
shaken. Some have been naive enough be- 
lieve that the Chinese Communists are merely 
agrarian reformers, however ere long they 
realise that the Chinese Communists are not 
only the persecutors the people but are also 
the puppet foreign power, charged with

That the overseas Chinese prefer 
support the Republic China opposed 
the Red regime China’s Mainland 
evident revealed the increasing number 
overseas Chinese Good-will 
paying visits Taiwan and the increasing 
number Chinese students coming study 
here Taiwan. 1950 there were only 
overseas Chinese visiting Taiwan whereas 
1957 the number had increased 
1951, the number overseas Chinese students 
studying Taiwan was only but since 
then had increased steadily, reaching to- 
tal 2,780 Correspondingly, the total 
number Chinese youths who returned 
goodwill visits had also increased from 288 
1954 1,420 1957. This year, 1959, there 
are 1,225 students coming back Free China;

contrast, the number overseas Chi- 
nese students studying the Communist 
mainland during the same period has shown 
annual decrease—now mere trickle. 
There were less than five thousand Chinese 
students who had fled from Communist China, 
these some one thousand and two hundred 


are from Singapore and Malaya. 


most heartening and reassuring note 
that the attitude Chinese schools abroad 


remains firm despite the large sum money 
the Chinese Communists had expended and 
are still expending infiltration and subver- 
Sive activities. Even those countries which 
have already recognized the Chinese Com- 
munist regime, there exception. Take 
Hongkong for example, there are more than 
one thousand and three hundred Chinese 
schools, which only are pro-Communist, 
Burma, Chinese schools are sympathetic 
with the cause the Republic China 
whereas only are pro-Communist. Cal- 
cutta, Chinese schools are loyal the 
Government the Republic China com- 
parison with three which are 
And these, noted, are schools coun- 
tries bordering Red Even among the 
pro-Communist schools, many them have 
gradually shifted their support the Chinese 
Government Taiwan.

hoped that the above statement not 
taken mean that all the overseas Chinese 
have voiced their disapproval the Chinese 
Communists because there fair proportion 
which prefers reticent for various rea- 
sons. Some have their families the Main- 
land while others may have depend upon 
mainland products for trade. the whole, 
safe accept the fact that heart few 
are not anti-Communist. For example, the 
commemoration the National Day the 
Republic China October Hongkong 
which contiguous the China mainland 
was now matter overt celebration for 
overwhelming majority the Chinese people 
Hongkong, despite Communist threats. 


Not unlike their brethren China, the 
overseas Chinese have deep sense right 
and wrong; they are however generally more 
reserved and less demonstrative than people 
other races. Chinese merchant might 


not like discuss politics and might 


wish criticise Communism, but this does 
not mean that sympathizes with the Com- 
munists. 

This reticence has, however, undergone 
gradual change following the Communist 
enforcement commune system the China 
mainland. The commune system, com- 
monly known, has far not achieved results 
fondly predicted. Communalization means 
the termination family life, freedom and 


age-old Chinese tradition and culture. The 
fruit manual labour not for those who 
toil and sweat; goes the Communist State, 
The inhuman tyranny practised has contrib- 
uted much the disillusionment the Chinese 
abroad. The commune system reveals the 
overseas Chinese, for the first time since the 
introduction Communism into China, the 
hideousness the Chinese Communists, 
They have now come realise that Com- 
munism violently variance with Chinese 
tradition and culture and can serve pur- 
pose for their Motherland. show how 
adversely affected are the overseas Chinese, 
sufficient cite the recent acute de- 
cline the circulation Communist papers 
Hongkong, particularly the Communist 
Wen Huei Pao, whose daily circulation 
some tens thousands.in the past two years 
has dropped bare few thousand copies 
Similarly, the Peiping People’s Daily 
has slumped from daily circulation 15,000 
copies last autumn 5,000 copies the end 
last year and has now nose-dived 1,500 
copies day. Such change the trend 
overseas Chinese attitude indeed hearten- 
ing sign the Republic China. 

Confidence can now safely express- 
that before long all the fence-riding Chi- 
nese Southeast Asia will openly reject and 
denounce the Chinese Communists. other 
words, there every reason expect the 
years come that the overseas Chinese will 
even more determined join forces with 
the Republic China maintain Chinese 
tradition and culture and help develop the 
latent resources the Motherland.

Tibet would 
certainly have spared her tragic ordeal 
and India would not have been threatened. 
Russia, being geographically situated the 
two continents Asia and Europe, would 
otherwise have maintain sizable military 
both continents. Today, Communist 
China serving Soviet Russia’s watchdog 
Asia. This has made possible for Russia 
deploy greater military strength Europe 
and take more aggressive part Europe- 
politics. short, the loss mainland 
China tipped the balance power not only 
Asia but also Europe. 


the countries Asia, Japan alone has 
achieved industrial capability comparable 
that the West. The defeat Russia 
Japan 1904 not only made Japan naval 
power reckon with. also destroyed the 
myth the invincibility the West. (In 
the eyes Asians, Russia was then considered 
Western Power) Japan’s victory taught the 
Asians, rightly wrongly, that equality with 
the West could only achieved defeating 
the battlefield. Japan has now emerged 
from her defeat the last war even greater 
industrial power than she had been before. 
are glad that Japan now the side the 
free world. For addition China’s vast 
man-power, Soviet Russia should gain control 
the industrial capability Japan and the 
natural resources Malaya and Indonesia, 
she would even greater menace the 
free world. for this reason that one 
must regard the political alignment Japan 
the East with much concern that 
Germany the West. also for this 
reason that the fate of- Southeast and East 
Asia their struggle against Communism 
closely tied with the overall picture 
the present world conflict. 


industrial capability, however, 


could only put greater use when China, 
with her vast man-power and resources, 
brought under Communist control. This ex- 
plains why, soon after the success the Oc- 
tober Revolution 1917, Russia turned 
China her first objective Asia. China 
the Communist Party was founded 
with Russian advisers specially sent from Mos- 
cow and with funds supplied the Comin- 
tern. China also, Russia had sent the 
early twenties some its most talented and 
seasoned operators. shall deal with this as- 
pect detail the second part lec- 
ture. 


But Russian designs China would not 
have succeeded readily had there not been 
certain conditions favorable the growth 
Communism all parts Asia. The first 
these conditions European colonialism, 
not intention here condemn 
colonialism. only wish touch upon its 
effect the psychological attitude those 
Asians who for generations have had live 
under it. 


make long story short, decades 
European colonial rule and Burma, 
Vietnam, Malaya, Ceylon, Indonesia and 
Borneo well Japanese colonialism 
Korea have fostered among the Asians 
attitude distrust and resentment towards 
the colonizers, attitude which may take 
many years die out. Many. the former 
colonies have, since the last war, emerged 
independent states. the people 
these newly independent countries retain 
attitude distrust toward their former 
colonizers. often difficult for West- 
erners understand why our Korean friends 
cannot persuaded regard Japan 
possible ally friend. not something 
that can argued out. residual bitterness 
lingers There are other coun- 
tries Asia, for instance, China and Thailand 
which, strictly speaking, have never been 
colonized. But they, too, had lived through 
period unequal treatment from the West. 
The sense having been exploited and treat- 
inferior has made the Asian mind 
fertile soil which sow the seeds 
Communism. 
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Another condition generally obtaining 
all the economically underdeveloped coun- 
tries, which lends itself Communist infiltra- 
tion, the low standard living and the high 
rate illiteracy. This condition has often 
made easy for Communists foment dis- 
content and revolution against the establish- 
order. this connection wish point 
out, however, that poverty and illiteracy 
not themselves necessarily breed Commu- 
nism. For instance, most Communist leaders 
Asia, China not excepted, were not im- 
poverished peasants workers. They were 
mostly teachers, students, government employ- 
ees and writers. These intellectuals, con- 
stituting very small minority, were often 
influenced Western ideals and Western ex- 
amples revolution. Most them had 


begun their career leaders nationalistic 
movements, and their brand nationalism 


was different from that the European 
variety. 


Generally Asia, there are two historical 
links between the rise nationalism and the 
rise Communism. One lies the long 
European colonial rule, which have al- 
ready referred. The other found the 
success the Russian revolution and the 
tremendous appeal made all Asian 
nationalists, particularly the twenties and 
thirties. Politically, the Russian revolution 
was regarded the broadening political 
control the people. Economically, the 
Russians gradually became industrial pow- 
er, stories how adequately the people were 
fed and how large tracts virgin land were 
brought under cultivation carried tremen- 
dous appeal. the intellectual, perhaps 
the most powerful appeal was that Russia had 
demonstrated the possibilty achieving in- 
dustrialization short-cut and the 
doption system politico-economic con- 
trol totally different from that the West. 
Accumulated wealth, the availability credit 
and free competition, which had been the 
necessary conditions for Western industrial- 
ization, were longer considered necessary. 
Very little attention, however, was paid 
the price which the Russian people had 
pay for achieving these goals: the woeful 
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lack general welfare services, the shortage 
consumer goods and the denial 
people its basin human freedoms. 


short, Communism was able make 
rapid inroads Asia the twenties and 
thirties chiefly because colonialism had turned 
the Asians against the West, and because for 
too long period legitimate nationalism was 
not only discouraged but suppressed. was 
during these years that the Russian Com- 
munists were able gain foothold 
most Asian countries temporarily allying 
themselves with nationalist movements. 


During the Japanese occupation many 
Asian countries, the Japanese militarists capi- 
talized heavily anti-West and anti-white 
sentiments. They quickly coined the slogan 
“Greater East Asia co-prosperity,” which was 
intended suggest that the Japanese rule was 
different from the Western colonial rule. 
fact, during this period, not few Asian 
Communists willingly collaborated with the 
Japanese, only vent their pent-up feel- 
ings against Western imperialism. The Com- 
inform was known have tolerated and 
some cases encouraged such temporary collab- 
oration. After defeat, the clamor 
the Asians for complete independence from 
Westen rule was insistent and Russian in- 
fluence widespread that nationalism and 
Communism often became indistinguishable. 


Towards the end the last war, the allies 


were generally agreed number Eu- 
ropean colonies Asia should given in- 
dependence. However, there was inter- 
mediate stage envisaged, nor were the colonies 
disposed accept any preparatory stage for 
independence. the chaos and confusion 
that followed the transfer power from the 
colonial governments the newly independ- 
ent States, the Communists had field day 
exploiting every opportunity entrench 
themselves. many cases Communist 
nucleus had existed even before the transfer; 
other cases, the absence effective 
administration and the lack internal secu- 
rity measures gave rise political vacuum 
which Communist activity easily took root. 


Another factor has also contributed great- 
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the introduction Communism many 
Asian countries. This has with theWest- 
ern democratic practice giving equal rec- 
all political parties, including the 
Communist party. Japan, for instance, the 
Communist party was given legal 
constitution written for Japan the 
Likewise India, Indonesia and elsewhere the 
Communist party, whether known such 
some other name, was considered political 
party entitled full protection under the law. 
Many people held the view that was better 
legalize the Communist party that 
would not operate underground. All this fine 
tradition party politics and tolerance has 
actual fact greatly favored the rapid expan- 
sion Communism many Asian countries, 


true that countries where democratic 
institutions have taken root and adequate 
measures internal security exist, the recogni- 
tion Communist party the parliament 
danger. The best example found the 
British Communist party. But these newly 
independent countries, the adoption this 
democratic practice has unfortunately seri- 
ously jeopardized their internal security. The 
reason not far seek. Communism 
necessarily international 
character. Wherever Communist party 
exists, its aim overthrow the established 
order and assist bringing about Com- 
munist world revolution. 


know that sometimes difficult 
draw distinction between practices which 
are basically undemocratic and the exercise 
special power necessary check Com- 
munist propaganda and intrigue for reasons 
security. But speaking one who has wit- 
nessed his own lifetime the growth 
Communist party into armed conspiracy 
and its final victory with Soviet aid and sup- 
port, would rather err the side ap- 
pearing times undemocratic than see 
the perpetuation practices which favor 
the growth Communism. 


newly independent country 
Asia, you cannot fight Communism 
legislation alone. necessary raise the 


standard living and the level literacy 
and fight poverty various means. All 
these efforts require time and patience. There 
short-cut the solution any one 
these problems. And the one common under- 
lying requirement for achieving any progress 
these fields security and stability. 
this initial period planning and growth, 
the young independent state has face the 
challenge growing Communist activities 
its government and all strata its 
society, its major constructive effort bound 
distacted and its progress considerably 
slowed down, not completely obstructed. 


the last years, simple truth has 
emerged from Asia, tne Middle East and 
Africa. that recognized Communist 
party these areas has ever supported the 
Western position any major international 
problem. other words, all these Commu- 
nist parties clearly work against the interests 
the free democatic West. They are all, 
short, pro-Soviet Russia. 


effort deter Communist aggres- 
sion and prevent Asian countries from be- 
ing absorbed into the Communist orbit, the 
United States has been giving aid and assist- 
ance many countries Asia and elsewhere. 
country one the recipients such 
aid. Ambassador this country, 
realize that would not proper for 
comment foreign aid policies, but 
view the effect sush programs are intended 
achieve adroad, would like offer some 
personal views the subject. 


interesting note that not all the 
Asian countries have been willing accept 
such aid. There have been cases where United 
States aid was first rejected, and was only 
through long and delicate diplomatic ma- 
neuver that the United States was able per- 
suade such countries accept its aid. There 
are also cases where certain neutralist coun- 
tries accept aid from both Soviet Russia and 
the United States. The basis for extending 
United States aid such cases that 
vital for her compete with Soviet Russia 
winning over the people 
countries democratic ideals and 
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feared that the United States did not 
offer aid, the countries concerned might have 
leaned more heavily Soviet aid and might 
therefore have been exposed more readily 
the danger Communism. 


United States aid indended strength- 
the general economy and the 
stitutions the uncommitted countries the 
exclusion Communist influence, would 
not necessary see that the aid thus 
given would not used against the interests 
the free world? Admittedly, the fate these 
neutralist countries vital concern the 
free world, and accept aid from Soviet 
Russia does not necessarily imply political 
alignment with it. But are certain such 
cases that the aid-receiving country would 
not time crisis most likely remain 
neutral immobilized Soviet pressure, es- 
pecially when that country situated much 
closer the Communist orbit than 
the United States? 


feel that giving aid the economi- 
cally underdeveloped countries Asia and 
Africa, there might sought more specific 
understanding between the aid giver and the 
aid receiver the general political and 
economic goals sought within certain 
period. That say, the aid giver, with- 
out attaching any political strings, should 
know advance what the aid receiver aim- 
ing. achieve with such aid, Unless there 
isa mutually agreed objective, there likely 
develop later stages differences opin- 
ion and interpretation, which may vitiate the 
results the program. fully aware that 
the present Mutual Security Act has its legis- 
lative terms reference and that has cer- 
tain broad objective which aim arresting 
direct and indirect aggression international 
Communism. mind, more concrete 


are required for the implemen- 


tation the Mutual Security Act with par- 
ticular reference individual self-defense, 
both against the external and internal Com- 
munist threat. After all, the major purpose 
United States aid that, the face the 
threat and danger international Commu- 
nism, such aid may promote the foreign 
policy, security and general welfare the 
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United States far arrangements can 
made for the aid-receiving countries 
provide measure self-defense and 
contribute collective defense against pos- 
sible domination the Communist bloc 
nations, 


have found necessary refer the 
question the aid programs passing be- 
cause much the success the free world’s 
fight against Communism Asia and Africa 
depends the effectiveness United States 
aid given the less-developed 
often not easy convince any country 
what really needs. Sometimes the leaders 
aid-receiving country are not agreed 
even among themselves what type aid 
their country should have. For instance, there 
general cry for industrialization all 
Asian countries; much that even 
country where agricultural production falls 
far short its basic requirements, the au- 
thorities there would still vote for steel mill 
hydro-electric power plant preference 
programs calculated raise its agricultural 
production. that country should lie thou- 
sands miles away from the United States 
but within easy reach Soviet Russia 
Communist China, the United States might 
have send thousands tons food 
feed and maintain that country, thus involv- 
ing considerable convoy tonnage and naval 
escort, which otherwise could released for 
other purposes. such cases, offer food 
from Soviet Russia Communist China would 
probably induce that country remain neu- 
tral, due coure join with the Commu- 


nist bloc against the West. Therefore, 


only reasonable see that the initial part

has been Communism’s biggest gain. Main- 
land China occupies over per cent Asia’s 
total land area. also has some per cent 
the total population Asia. Korea the 
area controlled the Communists the 
north more than double that the Re- 
public Korea south Korea. Vietnam 
the population North Vietnam about 
per cent, while area North Vietnam 
only little smaller than South Vietnam. 


Japan has long been the coveted target 
the Communists. While denouncing Japan 
the “tool the United States,” the Chinese 
Communists have spared effort pro- 
moting their cause that island empire. 
Japan itself, there are some 50,000 card- 
carrying Communists, not mention the large 
number leftists and Communist sympa- 
thizers. Contrary Prime Minister Kishi’s 
anti-Communist policy, the Socialist Party 
actually promoting Communist interests, such 
the recognition and trade with Red 
China. 


For years the Chinese Communists have 
been using every trick the book, such 
promises lucrative trade, drive wedge 
between Japan and the United States. 
may better appreciate the seriousness such 
eventuality when consider the fact that 


Japan’s entire industrial power would then 
brought within Red China’s economic orbit, 
possibility which have already referred, 
Only few days ago, Mr. Douglas 
Arthur II, American Ambassador Tokyo, 
noted that Moscow and Peiping have sharply 
criticized the cooperative arrangements ex- 
isting between Japan and “Japan,” 
said, “would exposed the full weight 
Communist power she abandoned her 
security treaty with the United States.” 


Okinawa, the United States military 
government has been continuously plagued 
the anti-American People’s Party. has 
also been under constant attack 
American magazines published students 
Okinawa University. 1956, Mr. Senaga, 
chief the pro-Communist People’s Party, 
was elected mayor the capital city 
Naha. Instead shaking hands and kissing 
babies during his election campaign, 
shouted such vitriolic slogans “End 
rule the saber,” and “Yankees 
well known fact that Mr. Senaga 
close association with some leading 
left-wing socialists Japan. 


Thailand, where there large Chi- 
nese community, Communists have infiltrated 
into number Chinese schools and social 
organizations. Five out the six Chinese- 
language newspapers Thailand, for instance, 
are pro-Communist not actually controlled 
the Communists. 


The Thai Government, alarmed the 
increasing influx Chinese Communist goods 
its market, decided last year ban the 
import goods from Hongkong Com- 
munist Chinese origin. was timely move 
and one which has blocked, least for the 
time being, channel infiltration. The 
Thai authorities are doing their best keep 
watchful eye the Chinese community, 
but the situation not one which can 
regarded with complacency. 


The Communist guerrillas the jungles 
Malaya, originally numbering about 3,000, 
have been the object “mopping opera- 
tions” for the Malayan authorities, the num- 


ber has been reduced about one-third. 
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But the danger remains. 


White Paper published earlier this 
year, the Malayan Government accused the 
Chinese Communists helping the local 
Communist Party campaign gain 
sion. “The plan the Malayan Communist 
Party,” the White Paper charged,” use 


opposition political parties, trade unions and 


students cover for its activities until 
could overthrow the legitimate government 
illegal revolutionary methods.” While 
acknowledging the fact that few terrorists re- 
main Malaya, the Malayan Government 
pointed out that the Communist design 
create Communist state has not been com- 
pletely foiled. The document also revealed 
Communist infiltration into the schools and 
warned the parents that their children were 
among the main targets the Communists. 
The White Paper also revealed that Red 
China had flooded Malaya last year with

The situation Singapore gives even 
greater cause for worry. June, the Chinese 
Communists and their supporters almost cap- 
tured the island without much firing 
shot. elections since Singapore 
achieved its self-rule, the 
trated People’s Action Party captured out 
legislative seats. Lim Yew Hock, who 
had served well chief minister for three 
years, was replaced Lee Kuan Yew whose 
public utterances often carry jarring note.

The larg- 
est single party Indonesia, the Communists, 
alliance with Sukarno and his political 
party, have considerable leverage the 
government.

And so, late July, the Pathet 
Lao guerrillas, who had received their train- 
ing North Vietnam, slipped across the 
border and occupied areas Samneua and 
Phongsaly. They swept down isolated mili- 
tary outposts night and spread rumors 
other attacks give the impression wide- 
spread rebel advances. significant that 
the fighting Laos greatly intensified im- 
mediately following the visit Chi Minh 
Peiping August. The situation the 
two provinces Samneua and Phongsaly 
seems fairly quiet following the arrival 
the United Nations fact-finding team. 


There, taking advantage the terrain, the 
Communists could very conveniently retreat 
jungles and into hiding until 
such time favorable for launching an- 
other attack, operate from the south.

The Communist movement China be- 
gan the spring 1920 when one Gregori 
Voitinski was sent China agent 
the newly-established Upon his 
arrival, Voitinski wasted little time spotting 
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candidates spearhead the Communist move- 
ment China. narrowed his choice down 
Chen Tu-hsiu and Ta-chao, both pro- 
fessors the National Peking University 
who had written glowing articles extolling 
the Russian October Revolution. Like 
many other starry-eyed intellectuals, Chen 
and thought they had discovered the 
avenue Utopia the Russian Revolution 
with its glorification the common man, its 
championship small and oppressed nations, 
and its promise security, happiness and 
equality for all. 


With funds supplied Voitinski, Chen 
Tu-hsiu “organized Shanghai Socialist 
Youth Corps, Marxist Study Group and 
Foreign Langauge School. This last was 
school devoted the study Russian and 
composed what called his writings 
the “best who were 
trained, not only for Communist work Chi- 
na, but also for further study Marxism 
the University the Toilers the Far East 
Moscow. 


fact, the vital role played Voitinski 
the founding the Communist movement 
China given due recognition the Soviet 
Encyclopedia (Columns 657—658, Vol. 12, 1928 
edition), which credits him with having 
ganized the first Communist cells Shanghai, 
Peking and Canton. Following his mission 
China, was appointed Chief the Far 
Eastern Division the Soviet Foreign Office 
1921. Some years later, was.put charge 
the Soviet Council the Institute 
Pacific Relations. 


After the departure Voitinski, the Com- 
intern sent China another agent the 
person Maring, alias Sneevliet, Dutch 
Communist. Shortly after his arrival, 
called meeting Shanghai for the purpose 
organizing Chinese Communist Party. 
Thirteen young men responded the call. 
They first met girl’s school the French 
Concession and later, evade police vigi- 


Members this group were frustrated 
lot, not unlike members the lost generation 
after World War and the angry young men 
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after World War II. One thing they shared 
common—the black feeling despair and 
frustration their failure end foreign ex- 
ploitation China. One leading member 
this group was other than Mao Tse-tung, 
now still the number-one man Peiping. 


The Chinese Communist Party, founded 
1921 with Chen its secretary 
general, started with membership more 
than members. Operating monthly 
budget $25,000 from the Comintern, the 
Party went about organizing railway workers 
North China and seamen the South. 
This handful men, amply supplied with 
funds, went work systematically and with 
such persistence that within the period one 
year, they were able organize seamen’s 
strike which crippled the British colony 
Hongkong for many months. 


Despite the promise shown the infant 
Communist Party China, the men the 
Kremlin knew that for the Chinese Commu- 
nists wield decisive influence country 
large China, they would have form 
united front with some political group 
already established and with more popular 
following. Accordingly, Maring found the 
Kuomintang the political group that answer- 
his purposes. 


The Kuomintang, the National People’s 
Party, was founded Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
years ago with revolutionary platform 
aiming overthrowing the monarchy and 
ending the exploitation China foreign 
Powers. was this party under Dr. Sun’s 
leadership which 1911 the 
monarchy and founded the Chinese Republic. 
special plenary session the Chinese

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And yet, when peace was won, her hopes were 
dashed and she was confronted with the 
prospect losing vital part the province 
Shantung. 


was that time that the Russians came 
with the electrifying offer abrogate 
their unequal treaties with China. Thus, 
the Chinese people, the Russians appeared 
be-knights shining armor, the only foreign 
friends not bent exploiting China. 


Nine months after the signing the above 
joint declaration, the Comintern sent China 
one Michael Borodin, man who was

man with vast experience conspirator 
and organizer, Borodin served adviser 
Dr. Sun who had set revolutionary 
government Canton opposition Peking. 
this capacity, Borodin presented Dr. 
Sun plan for the reorganization the 
Kuomintang which would permit the Commu- 
nists join the Kuomintang individuals. 
accepting the plan, Dr. Sun insisted that, 
after acquiring Kuomintang membership, the 
Communists must pledge allegiance the 
Kuomintang, taking orders from its leaders, 
and bound its discpline and its guiding 
principles. Dr. Sun’s lifetime, the 
new Communist recruits did give every ap- 
pearance being loyal the Kuomintang. 


When Dr. Sun died 1925, the Kuomintang 
was left for short time without leader 
equal prestige and authority enforce disci- 
pline among its members. was then that 
the Communists, under the direction Boro- 
din, first showed their true colors. Plotting 
and maneuvering, they succeeded gaining 
control the Central Executive Committee, 
the highest policy-making and administrative 
organization the Kuomintang. 


this critical junction, loyal members 
the Kuomintang rallied around the person 
Chiang Kai-shek who was not deceived 
the Communist ruse. was ready when 
March 20, 1926. few hours, 
rounded most the leading Communists 
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Canton. Having recaptured the Kuomintang 
leadership, caused the adoption the 
Kuomintang Central Executive Committee 
resolution barring former Communists 
from key positions the party the Govern- 
ment. The Communists submitted such 
limitations with apparent good grace. Stalin 
believed that was still useful maintain 
Moscow-Canton entente and that was 
important keep the Communists within the 
Kuomintang. 


leader the Kuomintang, Dr. Sun 
had considered imperative first crush 
the feudal warlords North and Central 
China order unify the nation. 1926, 
his successor Chiang Kai-shek decided the 
time had come launch Northern Expe- 
dition. this, was strongly opposed 
the Communists who, fearing that might 
grow too strong, wanted keep him 
Canton and dependent Soviet aid. 


purpose, Chiang Kai-shek marched north re- 
gardless the objection his Soviet 
Within few weeks, the revolutionary armies 
under Chiang’s command 
pushed their way the heart the Yangtze 
Valley. September, the great cities 
Hankow, Hanyang and Wuchang—collectively 
known Wuhan—were Kuomintang hands. 
While Chiang kept pushing north against the 
warlords, Borodin was busy transforming 
Wuhan into what Stalin proudly called the 
“revolutionary center” Asia. Under 
Borodin’s expert direction, the Kuomintang 
Central Executive Committee reorganiz- 
and infiltrated with Communists. Contra- 
the resolution barring Communists 
from key positions the Kuomintang and 
the Government, two Communists 
were appointed the key ministries ag- 
riculture and labor. Within short period, 
the rich provinces Hunan, Hupeh and 
Kiangsi virtually became Communist territo- 


ry. 

Preoccupied with battles the field, 
Chiang Kai-shek had time look back. 
Following the capture Nanking March, 
1927, the Communists among his troops at- 
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tacked the foreign residents, murdering 
number British and American consular 
officers and missionaries. was plot 
discredit the right-wing Kuomintang the 
eyes foreigners and provoke foreign in- 
tervention. Inthe meantime, the Communists 
under the leadership Chou En-lai had 
taken over Shanghai. 


When Chiang arrived Shanghai towards 
the end March, decided act before 
the Communists got completely out con- 
trol. April 1927, Commu- 
nist leaders were arrested, Communist labor 
unions closed down and Communist armed 
groups disbanded. July, three months 
after Chiang’s expedition, the Communist 
Wuhan regime collapsed and Borodin fied 
Soviet Russia. Thus, the first Kuomintang 
attempt co-exist with the Chinese Commu- 
nists came fruitless end. 


had more time, could de- 
scribing the second and third attempts 
coalition which also ended disaster for 
the Kuomintang. But believe have al- 
ready made sufficiently clear that the 
Chinese Communist movement, far 
ing indigenous movement, was directed 
and financed the Kremlin right from the 
start according master plan for the 
Communist conquest Asia.

which has shocked not only the overseas Chi- 
nese the United States but also those 
other countries. The Chinese people the world 
over will object the realization any the 
Conlon recommendations, said. urged 
the committee consider carefully the ill ef- 
fects the Conlon report and refrain from 
heeding the ill-advised recommendations 
the detriment the cause democracy and 
freedom. 


The sentiment was echoed the Chinese 
Times. series editorials, the paper 
severely condemned the Conlon report, say- 
ing that making the recommendations 
favor the Peiping regime, the Conlon As- 
sociates, Ltd. committed the following “basic 
errors” its thinking: 

(1) The Conlon Associates, seeking 
cheap world peace, ignores the principles 
morality;

Besides 
providing shelter and support recuper- 
ating patients, this center would also concen- 
trate job-retraining and have 
placement facilities, 

The balance the US$520,000 would 
used connection with welfare 
agency, hospital, clinic nursery and commu- 
nity center projects Hongkong and Macao, 
according the American announcement. 

Earlier, the United Nations refugee relief 
high commissioner reported both the United 
States and the United Kingdom had promised 
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for the establishment community center 
for Chinese refugees Hongkong. said 
had been authorized the General 
Assembly encourage arrangements for 
contributions for the benefit the refugees 
and his office had already received nearly 
US$10,000 for this purpose.

Ladkah Incident 


The second armed clash the Sino- 
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Indian border occurred October the 
Ladakh area neighboring Kashmir. The 
place the northwestern tip Tibet, 
more than thousand miles away from the 
Migyitun area where the year’s first armed 
encounter took place August 25. 


According Peiping: “On October 20, 
three Indian armed personnel unlawfully in- 
truded into China’s territory the area 
south the Kongka Pass the northwestern 
tip the Tibet region China. The Chi- 
nese frontier guards promptly advised them 
leave Chinese territory immediately, but 
were met with their refusal. order de- 
fend the territory their country from vio- 
lation, the Chinese frontier guards could not 
but disarm them and put them under deten- 
tion. 


“On October 21, detachment Indian 
troops numbering more than again intrud- 
into Chinese territory the same area 
and unwarrantedly carried out armed pro- 
vocation against the Chinese frontier guards 
patrolling there. Relying their superior 
strength, they encircled and came upon the 
Chinese patrol, who were comparatively few 
number, from two sides. hours, 
local time, they for the first time fired 
the Chinese patrol. The Chinese patrol ges- 
ticulated for them withdraw from Chinese 
territory and stop firing. But the Indian 
troops paid heed, and opened fire for the 
second time 13:13 


“The Chinese patrol once again gesticu- 
lated them. The Indian troops still 
paid heed, but the contrary continued 
press forward, took away force horses 
left the vicinity the 
and even opened heavy fire and launched 
armed attack the Chinese patrol 13:27 
hours. Under these conditions, the Chinese 
patrol, for self-defense, could not but fire 
back. the clash which lasted about two 
hours, both sides suffered casualties and 
seven Indian soldiers were captured the 
Chinese patrol. The Indian troops withdrew 
from Chinese territory about 1600 hours, 
local time, and the Chinese frontier guards 
found the corpses nine Indian soldiers 
the 
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There followed war diplomatic notes. 
Peiping’s “Ministry Foreign Affairs” called 
Indian Ambassador Parthasarathi Octo- 
ber and handed him note lodging 
“serious October 23, New Delhi 
shot back note, charging that was the 
Chinese Communists who “violated Indian 
territory” and provoked the armed clash. 
October 24, Peiping fired another note “cate- 
gorically rejecting” the Indian protest and 
reiterating the original protest two days 
ago. October 26, the “Ministry Foreign 
Affairs” Peiping issued lengthy statement 
outlining the position the Chinese 
Communist regime the newest flareup 
the Sino-Indian border. November with 
sentiments running high home, New Delhi 
sent another note Peiping using even 
stronger language. November Chou 
En-lai wrote personal letter Jawaharlal 
Nehru, proposing 20-kilometer withdrawal 
armed troops both sides along the dis- 
puted border. The letter was made public 
hours after was despatched. Unofficial 
word from New Delhi, however, indicated 
that Nehru would reject this proposi- 


Both the Ladakh and the Migyitun clashes 
arose out what has been referred 
“war maps.” Peiping naturally would not 
accept the Indian version the reason the 
clash. The statement October pointed 
out: “The entire area east the traditional 
customary line between China and Ladakh, 
including the places the east, south and 
north the Kongka Pass, has always been 
Chinese territory and under the respective 
jurisdiction Chinese local authorities 
Sinkiang and Tibet regions.

However, two other Japanese groups were 
also visiting the Chinese mainland about 
the same time: one claiming represent 
“various circles” Japan, headed socialist 
Tetsu Katayama, and the other representing 
the Japanese Communist Party, led Yenan- 
trained Sanzo Nozaka. Katayama signed 
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joint statement October with the seven 
Chinese Communist front organizations who 
were his host, including the “Committee for 
Defense World Peace” and the “Afro-Asian 
Solidarity Committee,” represented Kuo 
Mo-jo, Liao Cheng-chih and Chang Hsi-jo. 


Peiping, while apparently betting all 
the horses, also made clear which one 
favored most win. was the Japanese 
Communist Party delegation which received 
the red carpet treatment and brought home 
joint communique endorsed Mao Tse- 
tung and signed Liu Shao-chi, Chou En- 
lai and other Chinese Communist Party 
bosses who took part the talks. 


Said the communique: “The Japanese 
Communist Party has always held that the 
path the Japanese people should one 
peace, independence, democracy and neutrali- 
ty. foreign affairs this means Japan’s 
achieving complete national independence,

democratic rights and right livelihood 
the people. 


“The Japanese people’s present immediate 
task struggle prevent the U.S. impe- 
rialists and the Kishi government from revis- 
ing the ‘security treaty’ and fur- 
ther abolish this treaty. realize this 
purpose, tne Japanese Communist Party has 
always carried out unswerving struggle with 
full confidence together with the mass the 
people and has been doing its utmost order 
unite all patriotic democratic forces headed 
the working class and establish united 
front including the Communist Party and the 
Socialist Party. 


“The Chinese Communist Party expresses 
full support for the just stand the Japanese 
Communist Party.”

Following Peiping’s admission exag- 
gerated production figures for 1958 and the 
drastic cutback 1959 production targets 
August, there had appeared the Chinese

good part the blame fell upon Com- 
munist statisticians. According the Novem- 
ber issue the magazine Planning aud 
tics, the people’s communes rural areas 
well the industrial and mining en- 
terprises cities, “there has been witnessed 
lately contradictions statistical reporting, 
duplication, too great frequency (of report- 
ing) and overcomplexity.” 
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“This state affairs,” declared, “not 
only causes much waste both labor and 
material, but still worse, affects adversely 
the accuracy statistics, and furthermore, 
brings difficulties and unfavorable effects 
the Party and government leadership well 
the work statistical control.” 


cited two examples: 


“According investigations made the 
Statistical Bureau Hunan Province, the 
Lin People’s Commune Changsha and 
Shan Tang People’s Commune Hengnan 
hsien, both that province, received more 
than 200 statistical forms and over 5,000 items 
for production target figures during January- 
April this year, that all the battalions 
these two communes had prepare over 
100 statistical forms and 5-6 target reports 
every day.” 

“The Shang People’s Commune, Chang- 
Honan Province, had prepare 
different kinds daily reports, bi-daily 
reports, weekly reports and fortnightly reports, 
comprising 844 production items, reporting 
average more than 10,000 figures day 
hsien-level organizations.” 


Rising Prices 


After the failure the communes, 
Peiping last September backed down before 
the peasants and allowed the reopening 
free markets below hsien level. Now that the 
communes, battalions, and individual peasants 
may sell their produce over and above the 
quota unified purchase assigned them, the 
regime had give way alio the price 
certain principal commodities under the pres- 
sure the capitalist law supply and 
demand. 


This significant though scarcely noticed 
change took place early October. The 
New China News Ageucy, despatch dated 
October 15, admitted only that “the State 
Council recently issued directive various 
local authorities its decision raise the 
purchasing price soy beans, peanuts, sugar 
cane, sugar beet, and beef, well the sell- 
ing price soy beans, bean oil, peanuts, 
peanut oil, and beef.” date was given 


when this measure came into force.

The latest campaign the Chinese main- 
land, following backyard furnaces, deep-plow- 
ing and collecting manure, was the collec- 
tion wild plants. 
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Peiping went about the task with its 
usual thoroughness, determined squeeze 
the last bit energy from its overworked 
peasants the The “State Coun- 
cil” specially issued directive which said: 
“Since the moment large quantities wild 
plants which may used for raw materials 
have not been collected and used, there- 
fore necessary mobilize the broad masses 
peasants extensively collect and fully 
use these wild plants important supple- 
mentary source agricultural subsidiary 
products ahd native special products.” 


The directive asked “people’s councils 
various provinces, autonomous regions and 
cities under the direct jurisdiction the 
central government” pay “sufficiently 
serious attention” the collection, processing, 
purchasing and transportation wild plants, 
treat “an important component part 
the overall harvest and purchasing 
autumn agricultural products,” and regard 
“small autumnh arvest.” 


The communes were ordered organize 
the necessary full labor power and “half labor 
power,” meaning those who are too young 
too old for field labor, and“to send them ina 
planned and organized manner the moun- 
tains, the forests, and the pastures 
fulfill the task collecting wild plants 
within comparatively short time the use 
shock methods.” further incentive, 
the regime allowed the lower levels dis- 
tribute the income either giving the profit 
the person who collects the wild plants 
dividing the profit between the production 
brigade and the individual. 


Out came the gongs, drums and red flags 
all over the countryside urge the peasants 
compete with each other this newest 
shock campaigns. The army ants once 
again appeared According the 
New China News Agency, 620,000 persons 
Kirin engaged themselves side occupations; 
Shansi, there were 800,000 commune mem- 
bers; Kwangsi Chuang Autonomous Region, 
230,000 peasants.

The “Ministry Foreign Affairs” issued 
statement immediately after the U.N. vote, 
calling “another criminal act the United 
States Government pressganging the ma- 
jority the members the U.N. interfere 
crudely China’s internal affairs and de- 
liberately increasing international tension.” 


Such resolution, said Peiping belliger- 
ently, “is 100 percent fabrication and slander, 
reversing right and wrong.” therefore 
“illegal and null and void” far the 
Chinese Communists are concerned. The 
regime also declared: .“Everybody knows that 
the rebellion the handful Tibetan upper 
strata reactionaries has long been put down, 
that democratic reform being carried out 
vigorously the Tibet region, and that any 
attempt restore Tibet the rule serf- 
owners backed the imperialists and foreign 
interventionists absolutely impermissible 
and will never succeed.” 


Peiping also lashed out Pakistan, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Sweden, Britain and the 
Netherlands, countries which have established

than Prof. Michael Brecher’s Nehru—A Polit- 
ical Biography, 


Prof. Brecher has adopted the chronologi- 
cal approach, covering the period from the 
1880’s the summer 1958, Other books 
Nehru are not up-to-date this one. 
There are chapters with illustrations 
and three maps. The author begins the book 
with chapter “Portrait the Man” and 
ends with one “Portrait Leader.” 
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Nehru’s aristocratic birth, his early life 
student Cambridge and Inner 
Temple and the influence Gandhi and the 
Old Nehru shaping Jawaharlal Nehru’s 
political life have been made well known 
other authors that Prof. Michael Brecher 
did not have much new say these con- 
nections. most important chapters 
this book are the last two, which represent 
the author’s assessment Nehru’s leadership, 
his foreign policy and his place history. 


With all one can say about Nehru’s un- 
challenged position leader and hero 
the Indian people. Nehru neither great 
man nor far-sighted statesman, judge 
the man his acts. not invested with 
those attributes. What has placed Nehru 
above his fellow-countrymen and other In- 
dian leaders his comparative honesty and 
personal integrity material sense. 
not the kind politician that can tempted 
anything for worldly advancement 
only.
